Both the last mentioned illustration (Cacta- 
ceae Fig. 202) and the illustration 
Nachtrage (page 21, Fig. which 
was copied from Monatsschrift der Kakteen- 
kunde show plants with ribs 
and the notation ribs both 
and Britton and Rose’s description can ex- 
plained only the result confusion with 
Eulychnia

from Schumann’s illustration above quoted 
which shows large colony the plants the 
sea-shore just above high water mark.

Tillandsia Lindeniana, one the most out- 
standing Tillandsias, has been known horti- 
culture for many years. native the Andes 
Peru and Ecuador enjoys the cool moun- 
tains, but quite lower altitudes. 
This many leafed rosette plant with gla- 
borous leaves, but strangely, thrives under 
nearly the same conditions those that are 
heavily coated with peltate scales. Its large 
iris-like royal purple flowers uncurling from 
cerise and green spike make decorative 
bromeliad never forgotten. The flowers 
are much larger than most bromeliad flowers 
and last three four days each. Thus plant 
may send forth one flower time from the 
flattened spike and continue bloom over 
period eight ten weeks. This Lindeni- 
ana does not propagate nor increase rapidly and 
from seed most the Tillandsias take anywhere 
from years before they mature flower- 
ing stage. While this Lindeniana plant has 
been collections possibly longer than any 


other Tillandsia still rare and much prized 


plant, and likely remain such for many 
years come. have tried for nearly fifteen 
years pollinize these flowers, hoping get 
some seed, but far, success! 

Tillandsia Lindenii closely resembles Lin- 
deniana, fact mature plant seven eight 
inches high might resemble half grown one 
the former species. The flower spike shorter 
and the flower smaller, but darker color. 
very desirable plant but still more rare than 
Lindeniana. 

Tillandsia anceps, another one this same 
group, closely allied. The plant most 
difficult tell from Lindeniana Lindenii. 
The flowers, however, are white and small. This 
species has great range and found Pan- 
ama, Trinidad, and Bolivia, but has been rare 
horticulture this country.

sia habitat and appearance and makes such 
perfect rock garden plant that deserves ac- 
quaintance succulent fans. giant 
Tillandsia thousands times larger than its 
diminutive cousin, the Spanish Moss. Its green 
leaves when mature, are about six inches wide 
and give the urn-like plant full spread from 
four five feet maturity. The center this 
giant rosette leaves, which may gallon 
water, produces great branched flower stalk 
over ten feet. The seed capsules this one 
plant may contain possibly 60,000 seeds. But 
very few seedlings develop, however, from that 
many seeds. The chances for favorable lodg- 
ment among the rocks are few the rough, 
rocky terrain where this Tillandsia likes live. 
Those that reach maturity display impos- 
ing spectacle the bromeliad collector. Instead 
seeking partial shade trees, this great 
epiphyte has become saxicolous and finds its 


happiness’ exposed full sun, attached bare 
rocks jutting out sheer precipices high above 
valley Mexico elevation 5000 feet. 
This giant Tillandsia rather exception 
most bromeliads, that very small plants start 
its base long before the parent has matured. 
And, strange say, the young plants have 
entirely different character and appearance than 
that the Mother plant, which has glabrous 
green leaves, while the baby plants have the very 
fuzzy appearance the typical Tillandsia. The 
two plants are different that they seem 
entirely different species! Mother Nature pro- 
vides the means the young one retain 
adequate amount water its leaves during 
the long dry spells, until develops larger leaves 
which will hold water the basal leaf cups. 
Space does not permit discussion more 
Tillandsias. The genus large and its hundreds 
species could keep any collector busy for years. 


BILLBERGIA 
Among the bromeliads, Billbergias are per- 
haps the most popularly known leafy tank 
epiphytes. nutans, and many hybrids 
thereof are some the most common species 
used many dish gardens.

One the most interesting Billbergias, un- 
known this country until introduced from 
Brazil 1940, Billbergia Meyeri. tall, 
thin, tube-like plant gray-brown foliage mot- 
tled profusely with its peltate scales. Its pend- 
ant inflorescence pink, lavender and yellow 
colors lovely surprise. thrilling ex- 
perience see this flower bloom. You can actu- 
ally see the petals curl back like spring, ex- 
posing the long green stamens. Meyeri 
should make excellent succulent house plant, 
and can neglected considerably, comes 
from dry, barren sections land where there 
long dry season. 


Billbergia zebrina close brother Meyeri 
shape plant but has more vivid, 
lighter bands peltate scales which make 
very decorative plant, and while the strong 
flower-scape also pendant, the luscious rose 
bracts zebrina make more spectacular 
than Meyeri. 


These two Billbergias, well Porteana, 
another species this group are much slower 
propagation than other Billbergias have 
never been common horticulture. 

lovely urn-shaped air plant rather widely used 
ground culture sandy soil. one the 
few Billbergias that has upright inflorescence, 
which prominent head red petals edged 
with flush iridescent blue. The common 
type blooms the late summer, but 1939 
found phase which blooms mid-winter.

Billbergia Saundersii has been cultivation 
for many years. This species has several phases, 
from green leaves highly colored and spotted 
leaves. has been known rosea, rubra- 
cyanea, Sanderi and several other synonyms. 
The brilliant deep red bracts and dark blue 
flowers are very showy. The plant itself, while 
tubular shape appears bit twisted 
which allows one side open for short distance 
down from the top. was used parentage 
several the old Billbergia hybrids.

Cacti not cult England. Some people 
know what cacti are, but the majority think 
general name covering any succulent plant and 
the florists and nurseries very often class sem- 
pervivums, crassulas, etc., cacti. Botanically 
the retailers plants, generally speaking, are 
woefully ignorant. And that same comment 
applies equally, but not quite forceably 
those who collect cacti. The majority know the 
difference between cactus and succulent, but 
all other respects they share the comment 
retailers plants. There hardly any cult, 
botanically speaking, this country. Officially 
should say there are not more than half dozen 
persons who could accepted understand- 
ing the plants The overwhelming 
majority are sincerely and truly interested 
cacti queer, interesting plants, but study 
them not interest. Students are rarity. 

They have fine collection Kew which 
sadly neglected owing lack staff, but even 
there find that the interest not what one 
would like, although must pay tribute the 
wonderful way which they give access and 
help any serious student who applies them 
can personally vouch for this have 
received the greatest amount assistance and 
understanding when was collecting ma- 
terial Mammillarias. Another Society that 
not really interested cacti but extremely 
generous its helpfulness the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society and again can personally vouch 
for their kindness. have also visited, while 
researching, various museums, etc., but each 
them seem have got the impression they 
had comic crank visiting them—who wanted 
know anything about cacti.

6d. 9d. were grown all sorts people. 
this country the market was largely supplied 
Swedes, Belgians, Dutch, etc., and know 
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only one firm who largely supplied the shops. 
The naming was execrable, but the condition 
the plants was generally very good although, 
owing tradition that cacti hardly ever want 
water, they were frequently met dry 
condition indeed. The firm this country 
whom have referred supplied largely Wool- 
worth’s who used sell 6d. from such 
beginnings that most our started. 
Horticultural collections, outside public gar- 
dens, rarely include cacti. Kew, course, has 
the largest followed Manchester with the 
Barrah collection which quite well kept. Other 
towns have collections, but these two are the 
most prominent. One very often finds collec- 
tion cacti bed public parks and 
cemeteries—of all places! plants parks 
and cemeteries are put out for the summer only 
and surprising see what good condition 
they are found. 

One grower the Isle Wight, Mr. Cooper, 
used grow even prickly pears the open 
garden bedded down under sea sand and 
got fine results, but outdoor culture extreme- 
difficult this country owing the humid 
conditions. Where the atmosphere and soil are 
humid the plants are not happy and soon die; 
only the extreme south and southwest could 
the slightest success achieved. 


Occasionally one sees cacti and succulents 
small window gardens and generally where one 
found one finds number others for ob- 
vious reasons, but, generally speaking, the speci- 
mens are not good because the tradition 
dryness already referred to. particular plants 
seem preponderate outside Aporocactus 
flagelliformis and Epiphyllum Ackermannii, the 
latter frequently flowering with its large, red 
blooms. Next popularity are the various 
Echinopsis. Otherwise the rest are only repre- 
sented occasional specimens here and there. 
fact, the window garden England not 
home cacti like one finds German, Hol- 
land, Belgium, etc. far from cult and 
can only explained owing the nearly com- 
plete lack understanding and the dissemina- 
tion false information how look after 
them. the same time, cheap books how 
grow cacti have quite good sale and 
surprising that plants are not better grown. 

There are, course, many quite good col- 
lections private hands and their owners ob- 
viously take pride their possession, quite 
justifiably. But there are few specialists. The 
general collection very general and conse- 
quence genera are invariably represented only 
few species. Where one finds specialist, 
usually among succulents; Lithops and similar 
Mesembryanthemums seem very popular. 
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real cacti not know any real specialist 
beyond own 

few people grow from seed and very few 
successfully, most get packet, sow them, 
damp them off and lose interest. have tried 
again and again grow from seed, but have 
always failed. For particular kind study 
and work must have mature plants and always 
imported that seeds were purely interest 
and not serious one. One our members, 
Mr. Boarder, had real genius growing from 
seed and had wonderful success keeping them 
growing which the most difficult but the 
general comment seems that kept them 
soft and consequence when they changed 
hands they were soon lost under new treatment.

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Last month attempt was made give you some 
interesting facts about our friend, Alain White 
the STAPELIEAE and SUCCULENT EUPHOR- 
BIEAE fame. fitting now that you should 
know something his collaborator, Mr. Boyd 
Sloane Pasadena, California. These two gentlemen 
met for the first time when Mr. White visited 
Sloane’s collection December 1930. was 
then that Mr. White suggested making 
collection succulent plants. From the start 
general collection was made but shortly after was 
decided specialize the little known Stapeliads 
with the intention that notes 
might kept this group about which little pub- 
lished material was available. Thus series 
articles the subject was inaugurated the 
CACTUS JOURNAL which culminated the initial 
monograph STAPELIEAE released the 
public 1933. Four years later more thorough 
and comprehensive edition was published three 
volumes, followed magnificent work the 
SUCCULENT EUPHORBIEAE 1941, for which 
contributions the South African Biological Society 
awarded them “The Capt. Scott Medal,” individual- 
ly. This medal not generally awarded scientists 
outside Africa except very outstanding cases. 

Mr. Boyd Sloane became interested cacti 
and other ‘succulents shortly after moving Cali- 
fornia from New Jersey 1923. His interest 
the plants was firmly established after attending the 
first public meeting what became the Cactus and 
Succulent Society America. Later became secre- 
tary the organization and 1931 and 1932 guided 
its destinies president. has served the 
club’s Executive Board continuously since its incep- 
tion. His succulent collection was begun while 
secretary the Society and during the years the 
books were preparation, extensive collection 
stapeliads and spurges was maintained 1421 Do- 
minion Avenue, Pasadena. Most the plants 
were imports grown from imported seeds.
